OVER FIFTY CHILDREN MANGLED. 


A Methodist Sunday School Gives a Picnic 
to the Little Ones—Tne Cars Become 
Detached With Fatal Kesults. 

Dustin, June 12.—A 
excursion party from 
wrecked near that place. Twenty pérsons 
were killed anda number injured. The train 
contained 1,200 people, composed of Methodis 
Sunday school scholars, their teachers and 
relatives.

The latest report from Armagh says that

Further dispatches from Armagh that 
the accident was far more serious than at first 
reported. Seventy bodies have been taken 
from the wreck and there are others buried 
underthe debris. Warren Point, the place 
where the party was bound, is a watering 
place at the mouth of Newry river, in the 
county Down. 

The following particulars have been received 
in regard to the terrible accident to the excur- 
gion train. 

The excursion party left Armagh this morn- 
ing in two trains. The accident occurred at a 
point where the trains had to ascend a grade 
ona bank fifty feet high. The first train as-

and allowed to run back towards the level 
track, but before they reached it, they came 
in collision with an ordinary train from Ar- 
magh, which was proceeding at a good rate of 
speed. The excursion cars were completely 
wrecked. The scene which ensued was heart- 
rending. 

Hosts of volunteers were soon at hand, and 
the dead and wounded were taken from the 
wreck and carried down the bank. Medical 
aid was called for and a special train from Bel- 
fast brought to the scene. Twenty surgeons 
from that city and anumber ef medical men 
from other places between Belfast and Ar- 
magh. The disaster is unparalleled in the 
railroad history of Ireland. The accicent has 
cast a gloom over Armagh. All the shops 
were closed this evening, and the people are in 
general mourning. 

The brake power of the engine of the third 
train was inadequate. While the 
second train was ascending the _ in- 
cline the engineer remarked to the 
fireman: ‘“‘I am- afraid we can’t do it.” 
The follow'ng train was commencing the 
ascent when the engineer saw the runaway 
cars. Shutting off steam and reversing the 
lever, the engineer and fireman jumped from 
the engine, shouting to the passengers to do 
likewise. The latter, however, not hear- 
ing the did not obey.

SOUTHERN FEMALE 


Unique Commencement Exercises in La 


Grange. 

LAGRANGE, Ga., June 12.—[Special.]—The 
closing exercises of the forty-sixth session of 
the Southern Female (Cox) college were in- 
aucurated last Friday by pubiic examination 
inthe preparatory department and by exer- 
cises by the normal students. It is the policy 
of the college to fit their prospective teachers 
practically for the schoolroom, which is _be- 
lieved to be woman’s special profession. The 
teaching exercises were prepared by the stu- 
dents as original work, and were illustrated by 
charts, ebjects, ete. 

The commencement sermon was preached 
by Rev. Dr. Lansing Burrows, of Angusta, and 
it was one of the most polished, eloquent and 
beautiful ever delivered on a commencement 
occasion. The spacious college chanel was 
well filled, and the music services were as ap- 
propriate as the sermon. 

Monday morning the juniors carried out 
their beautiful discussion of Longfeilow— 
essays and recitations from the great poet. 
The usual stereotyped programme is a thing of 
the past, and itis found that a special theme 
for commencement is new, desirable and en- 
joyable. The study of Longfellow is a school 
duty, and the essays were fine illustrations and 
applications of what is learned in class, The 
exercises were only one hour and a quarter 
long. 

Monday afternoon the’ elocution contest 
came off and was a success. Special attention 
is given throughout the year to this very im 
portant branch. A medal is offered, and deep 
interestis shown by teachers and pupils. 

After the contest the beautiful new labor- 
atory was thrown open for inspection. Pro- 
fessor Slack, of Jolins Hopkins, in charge of 
the department of chemistry, assisted by some 
of his pupils, gave beautiful illustra- 
tions and experiments. The room 
is 23x57 feet, and is admirably fitted up. 

New and expensive apparatus, modern ap- 
pliances are there, makigg scientific study as 
clear and thorough as possible. The museum 
and library were aiso visited by the audience. 
These halls are elegantly furnished and fully 
eyguippea. The museunr contains many hand- 
some specimens, carefully selected, and the 
library is furnished with nearly two thousand 
books on history, biography, travel, poetry, ete. 

Dressmaking, which is attracting attention 
as a practical branch in the schools, has been 
introduced this year. 

On Monday night the musical contest took 
place for vocal and Instrumental medals. The 
reputation of the college for music was sus- 
tained upon this occasion. The selections 
were only from the masters and were rendered 
in artistic style. 

Tuesday morning novel and brilliant literary 
exercises were presented. The following is a 
programme giving the list of eelectic and regu- 
lar graduates.

BY A NEGRO WHO WAS STEALING 4 
RIDE. 


Conductor Whigham Discovers Two Necrocg 
on Top of the Cars--He Drives Them Orr 
’ 

When One Fires and Kills Him. 


Corpe.te, Ga., June 12.—[Special.!|—The 
greatest excitement which has prevailed in 
this section for years stirred the counties of 
Dooly and Wilcox today. 

This morning, while the east bound accom. 
modation train on the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad was running at the 
rate of about fifteen miles an hour, 
F, S. B. Whigham was 

SHOT THROUGH THE BRAIN AND KILLED 
by a negro. The killing occurred about 
eighteen miles from this place, in Wileog 
county, and Was an outrageous and horrible 
affair. At King’s Crossing, a few miles be 
yond Seville, two negroes boarded the train 
and attempted to steal a ride on the top of the 
freight car. When Conductor Whigham dig. 
covered them he climbed on top of the ear. 
As he approached, it issupposed the negroeg 
slipped downon the side of the car, and 
held on by the iron ladder in order 
to conceal themselves from him. Ags he 
passed he looked over the side of the car, and 
one of them fired a shot from a pistol aud 
dropped from the train. The shot did itg’ 
work well. The ball had entered the brain of 
Mr. Whizham, and he fell tothe ground. Ag 
soon as possible the train was stopped, Mr, 
Whigham picked up and put on board, and 
carried to Americus. At Seville Dr, MeRae 
boarded the train, and attended the wounded 
man as well as possible. When the train 
passed through Cordele there seemed no possi- 
ble chance for himto live. He died about ten 
miles from here. A large hole was in the 
forehead of Mr. Whigham, with blood and 
brains spouting from it, as well ag 
the nose and mouth, Terrible agony wag 
depected in every feature. As he 
laid on the couch on the train, with his life 
rapidly ebbing away, presented a horrible 
sight and stirred all whosaw it with indigua- 
tion at the outrageous crime that had been 
committed. 

THE PURSUIT OF THE MURDERER. 

When it became known here that Conductor 
Whigham had been murdered, a squad of men 
at once organized to hunt the perpetrator of 
the crime. Swperintendent Hardaway was 
wired an account of the situation, and he 
ordered a train to be despatched to the spot 
where the shooting occurred. The train left 
here at 8:50 this morning with a squad of 
about fifty men on board, armed with pistols, 
shotguns and rifles. Several who had seen the 
negro joined the party for the purpose 
of identifying him. Arriving at 
the spot the train was stopped. The 
spot where the negro fell was easily discoy- 
ered. When he jumped from the train he had 
rolied into a mudhole at the foot of the em- 
bankment. A bundle containing some r:
